The Polish army is 
a good one and it has so far waged 
a retreating and delaying war over 
ground that could not reasonably 
be defended against the superior 
Nazi mechanized forces. 

From now on, the experts believ- 
ed, the Polish resistance will harden 
and the battles will be longer and 
more costly.
